enemy : all that I do is butts draw them into one, that we may (cc 
them as it were at ofice: obr errours and [chiſmes are ſpoken of far 
and near by enemies and friends. How many Sermons have becn 
preached before the Honourable Houſes of Parliament,and in orhcr 
Publixe places ſpeaking of the erroursof the time, which have - 
been alſo printed long fince by command of Authority, and expc- 
fed toth2 view of all ? Many Learned men have given a-Cata- 
logue of {everall errours, as Mr Gataker of many Antinomianer- . 
rours, M1" 'Zaily one of the Commitſioners of Scotland of ocher 
grrours, ans D® Fearty, M* Paper, with fome others : In books * 
vpon alLoecations, *tis \confefted by menof *{everalt{'judgemen!s, 
and dcnicd by none,that we have muny greaterrours amongit vs : 
mavy crreurs have been complained of to” the' Houſes of Pariia- 
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ment, Committees, Aſſembly, and examined ſpokeryot tn the pre- 
ſence of many ; befides chat ſome errours are vented, even of the 
groſſeſt ſort in print, as in Pilgrimage of Saints, Blouay Tenet, 
Mort lity of the ſoul, Man of ſinne diſcovered, cum multts altys : 
Yea,lome of the Sectaries have in their writings publithed and ac- 
knowledged, there are. many forts' of opinions amgng us, hence 


taking occaſion to write for a toleration of all ag Anabapriſts, 


Antinomians,e&#c. and the great Hiltorian and Chronicler of the 
ſeAtaries ( the Moderate Intelligencer) who Whites their lives 
and deaths, and trumpets forch- their victories and prail:'s to

But why (tznd I to prove 
that our herefies wy ſchiſmes are openly known 1n Anrplanza, when 
45 their ſound is gonte into all Lands,into Holland, Z gland, France, 
yea to New-England, The Walachrian Clallis, ki their Letter 
ro the London Synod complain much of herefies,{chilmes, errours, 
confuljons in Religion ſpreading in the City, wkich by ſuchan 
expreſſe, holy and facred oath is bound to God, ro;att out all er- 
rours,herefies,!ichiſmes ouc of the houle of God. Many Letters have 
been! written over into England out of Holland, ffom Minilters 
and Profefſours of ichools ( men z:alouſly aft:&ed *o the caule of 
the Parliament ) complaining of tac errours,lects 2d tchitines a- 
mongſt us, which have been communicated co {oing prime mcm- 
bers of the Afſembly and others. New-England tpeaks much ot 
the hereſies, errours,and all ſorcs of ſc&s amonglit us, < wonadring 
that the Aſſembly ſufters them, and that they do ngg ttirre'up the 
- Parliament to ſuppreſſe them, 4 M* Shepards Lettewritten from 
thence, ſhews their knowledge of the hereties, errors and fects a- 
mopglt us, ſo that our errours and {chilmes fo publicly known to 
the world,cannot be concealed tro Oxfrd. Seeingahen tare are 
lo many errours and monlitcrs of opimuns fporcn (i 1 all places, 
I cannot be taxed tor the diicovery of that which was before eon- 
cealed, bur in this work am cnly a gatkerer together of :hofe errours 
that were {cattered, Which by Geds. blelling aZzy b- a means 
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to keep many from falling into ſchiſme {eeing ſuch monſters in that 
way,and to cauſe many to returne, When they fade that they never 


' dreamt of nor intended. 


Secondly ſuppoſing our errours to be known, which is fully 
ed in my firſt Antwer, 1 then ſecondly ſay, *cis fo farre from 
ing unſeaſonable and inconvenient, that *tis moſt neceflary, rhat 
ſome Miniſters, who are friznds to the Reformation, and zealots 
tor the Parliament, ſhoulg lay them open to the full, by teſtifying 
againſt chem and diſclaiming them, that fo our enemies may not

hereſies, blaiphemics and fchiſmes of ſome among our ſelves will

whole hopes and confidence are much more placcd in our hereſies, 
prodigious opinions and ſchiſmes,then in their own ſtrength.

Ged diſquieted; not 6, O Spalatine, Shall the grieyous wolves 
come freely to the flock, not ſparing them ; and it rhgdoggs barke 
zo give warning of them, ſhall they be1aid to diſturþe the peace, 
and cauſe diſtrations? Brethren, things are come to a good 
paſſe, that hereticks and ſ{cRaries muſt do what they pleale, 
and if any courſe be taken, by preaching, writingy petitioning, 
to remedy it, "tis given out by SeRaries, *cis a plot to make 
diviſion, diſcourage the Army, diſturbe the peace. I fay 
no more, if this be to preſerve union and peace, and to be 
cordiall to the Parliament, to. let hereticks and ſetarjes do whar 
they liſt, preach, write, ſpread their errours, deſtroyimany fouls, 
and no man muſt ſay, what do they 2 curſed be that pnion, peace 
and afteion to the Parliament, <*Tis a golden ſaying of Luther,

opinions of the Chiliaſts, nor of the Libertines, nor other ſtrange 
opinions { The Army that is ſo much ſpoken of upon all occafions 
in the news Boeks, Pulpits,Conferences,to be Independent (though 
I conceive upon good information, that upon a true muſter of the 
whole, Commanders and common ſouldiers, there would not be 
found above one in fix of that way ) yer of that Army, cal'd by the 
{eRaries, Independent,and of that part of it which truly is ſo, T 90

They ſend forth into ſeverall Counties of this Kingdom from » pratice. 
their Churches in London, as Church aRts, ſeverall Emiſſaries 
members of their Churches, to preach and ſpread their ertours, to 
: dip, to-gather and ſettle Churches ; they are not content with 
their own meetings on Lords dayes, week dayes, keepingeonſtant 
LeQures in (er places for all to cone co that will, thereby poitoning 
many in the City but they endeavour the leavening of all the Coun- 
ties, aS I might give inſtances of Lam, Kiffin, with mapy others 
{ent abroad,yea of ſoine ſent into the North as far as Torke, 

They have appointed and kept Difputations from Town to '?: 
Town in the Countrey,giving out the time, places and queſtions 
they will diſpute of, as of Pu-dobaprilme, the Miniſtej'y of the 
Church of England,c>c. and agree among themtfclves tar ſome 
of them ſhall ſeem co be for Paedobgpriime, and in the diſpu- 
ration *cis maintained at firſt eagerly by ſome of their own party 
2z4ialt others of them who oppot!e it; but then after long nd great 
diſputation ar laſt they contecfie they are by the evidence of cruth

many weakly antient women naked in rivers in winter, Whercup- 
on ſome haveſickned and died ; they have baptized young maids 
Citizens daughters, about one and two a clock in the morning, 
tempring them our of their fathers houles ac midnighc robe bapu- 
zed,che parents being aſleep and knowing nothing. bs Wh 

They uſe to. give great and glorious names, and ſwelligg Titles 
to their books they ler forth, as, Innocency ard Truth Triymphing 
together, as, Truth glorioxfly appearing ,&Cc, as allo to their erro» 
neous DoEtrines laid down 1n their books, caſting upon Lxuchs of 
God odious names,as The ftorming of Antichrift, Diſcovery of the 
man of ſin, 8c. their books being juſt like the Egyprsan Temples, 
whoſe ourſides were beautifull and glorious, having the infcription 
of a Deity upon them, bur within nothing but a Crocodile, an 
Ape, a Onion, or ſoine ſuch vile mean creature, 

They are, extremely full of parciality in all their wayes, not al- 
lowing that to others ( though: far more conſiderable for quality, 
dignity ) which themſclves ordinarily do, ſpeaking againit thar 
ia others which they daily praiſe, of which I will give a few 
inſtances ; chey have cried out in Pulpics, Pamphlets,diicgurſes,of 
the Cit1zens, Common=Councel, Miniſters, for petitioningto fettle 
Govycrament, or humbly repreſcating their defires : O'*qgs anin- 
terpoſing. medling, anticipating, and I know not what If whenas 
a tew Scctarics, Lilbarne and his fellows, can appoint. meet- 
ings, and give noticego many to come tothem at ſuch gim's and 
places, and draw up Pecitions, ard that ſtrange ones t9©, imecd- 
ling with many things before the Houſes, and in debargy not de- 
termined, and againtt the known priviedges of the Hgulcs, of 
Which I migar give many inſtances ; *s after-the-Ioflz.of Ze#- 
cefter, 1 the mcerings of the SeRaries,- this wes one of Fhe clau- 
ſes of their Petitions, ro name fuch aod fuch members of the Houte 


ot Commons to be a Commirctce for the raifing of the $ ounries 
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and appoirning Commanders, but oppoſed by ſome oodly Or- 


- thodox Citizens ( who ſaw their drift, and oblerved well whom

Again, they may print, 
preach, ſpeak agaiplt Aſſembly, Miniſtery, for ] ndependencie 
againſt Presbyrery, and what not? and yer if any of them be 
queſtioned, or book ſtopped at Preſſe, *cis perſecution, and they 
cannot be heard, nor have liberty co {peak for their way ; wheres 
as the ſame men ule all means and wayes againſt the Presbytcrians 
preaching, printing, yea labour to hinder their putting torth of 
Anſwers, and calling in Anſwers made ; yea,endcavouring to 
trouble thole who Licenſe books againit their wayes : as for in- 
ltance, the Aſkembly being fallly and (candalouſly dealt within a 
Pamphler intit. A Copy. of 4 Remonſtrance lately delsvered 11 
to the Aſſembly ; the Seftaries have uſed all their friends to hin- 
der the printing of the Aſſ:mblies Anſwer : ſo many of the Se- 


. Qtaries at their meetings drew up a Petition to the Houſe of Com- 


mons, tq have M* Pry»ns and D* Baſtwicks books call'd in, and 
that Houle to declare their ſenſe againſt them, and chat no ſuch 
books might be-wrir againſt the godly well afteRtcd party, unCcr 
the name of Anabaptilts, Brownults, Independents, and a largc 
ichedule was annexed to the Petition, of offenſive paſlages that 
were in M* Pronns and D- Baſtwicks books (I thinke ere long 
they will dare/to- petition, that no man ſhall preach againit an 
Anabaptift, or name &Setary, or ſpeak a word for Presbytery, 
but themiclves may preach, print and fay what they liſt :) And to 
1 the Cale of the Letter ot the Ciry Miniſters to the Aſſembly 
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ve hundred of them, they may meer together, interpole, ' 
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inſt Toleration, and in other bobks ; yea, and in Sermons that 
have been againſt the ſes,they have threatned and endeavpured to 
trouble and queſtion the Licenſersand Preachers. [i 

They ate tull of plots and projets for their way, and intreaſing 
their party, they have alwayes defignes on foot, they do nothing, 
nor propound nothing bur theres ſome deſigne or other init, they 
are bigg with many at once,that if one take nor another niay,if one 
miſle they preſently [tart another, of which I could give many in- 
ſtances, and ſhow how the hand of 7oab hath been and ss where 
tis little thought; they uſe other' men upon other intereſts and 
ends to do their worke, they have wayes collaterally and ipdirect- 
ly toeffe& their worke, when it would be marred if they went i: 
refta linea : they can and ordinarily do go about to del}fy buſi- 
nefles they ſeem to plead for, by propounding and puttzng upon 
wayes to effec it which they know are norfecible. 

They have and do when pur upon preſent exigents,yeeld to and 
forbear things for the preſent, and ſometimes in appearance will 
ſeem to go far with you, and are content to loſe the toregame, that 
they may play the afcergame better and recover all ; they will 
ſometimes appear to be yours fully till they have ſerved their turne, 
giving place for a time, but {till waiting opportunities, anx{ work- 
ing in the mean time all chey may, and when they have gpunter- 
workt, they will fetch all about again another way, and mike void 
all they ſeem'd rogrant you; and of this there are too many ex- 
amples among the SeRaries, many of them taking the Nationall- 
Covenant for chat inſtant necellity, that they mighe workeſoas in 
time to deſtroy the end and intent of it, and yeclding fome argu=- 
ments and debates for the preſent, to cfteR their own ends after» 
wards. 

They have been ard ate Polupragmaticall, indef3tigably aftive, 
ſtirringreſtleſſe night and Jay,in City,Countrey,in all placey having 
their agents to do their worke and promote their cauſe : their eyes 
are intent upon every thing that may make for chem of: againſt 
them, and they have a hand in every thing, they arc gen of a 
hundred eyes and hands, out-aRing and out-working allthe Preſ- 
byterians; they deal with this man to take him off, and worke with 
another man to quilifie him ; they have got moſt of the weekly 


writers of News to plead their cauſe,commend their perſorg,ery up 
Ll 3 their 
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their a&iovs ; they have ſent Emillaries to feverall Countries to 

preach, carry Letters, deal with perſons for chuſing of Burgelles 

in Parliament for their way,as M* Peters and others; they obſerve 
all mens termpers,humours,and accordingly deal with chemall,fome 
with offices and places, lome-by holding our principles uiting 
their luſts. } 

z.. They deſperately cenſure and judgeall men,both their eſtates and 
aRions, who arenot for chem, they prefently unſaint them, and 

men fall from grace ip fatto by preaching or writing books a- 

gainſt cheirerrours, as M" Prynx, making him worle then the late 

Archbiſhop of Canterbury, and ſo one ME, for Writing againſt 

them ; they ule this phraſc({ometimes accounted a godly man ) and 

of M* Aſp, they have nor only in England laboured to blalt him 
by their cenſures and reports, but writ over iato Holland, that tince 
be appeared againſt them, -God had evidently blaſted him and t1- 
ken away his gifts ; and lately upon reports ( raiſed by them co 
doubt ) that I was dead ( though there was not the leaſt colour tor 
ir,not bcing {ick at all,) they gave it out it was Gods ult judgement 
upon me td cut me off, for preaching and writing againlt the Inde- 
pendents ; and at the tame time they gave out,thac M* Calamy had 
broken his arme, and Dr Twiſſe was a dying ; O faich one ot their 
DoRtours of Divinity, you may ſee the juſt hand of God again th?

roſerve the places : It would make a book by it felfe to relate all 
particulars in this kinde. One man of their way, beſides being? 
member of the Aſſembly and his a private Church, hath plac: 
in Norwich, Tarmouth, Fiſhftreet-bill in London, A ic 
cond, beſides the Aſſembly, hath places,at Aon, four LeRures a: 
Weſtminſter, beſides his intereſt and ſhare in ſome LeRures in 
London, A third hath a place at Stepney, Criplegate, Cornhil, 
belides part. of another LeRure, and all reſerves tor this Parlin- 
ment man and the other to ingratiate himſelte with them, A 
fourth, beſides the Aſſembly which he ſeldome comes to, and his 
particular private Church, hath LeQures in London, which all che 
laſt lummer, he ſeldome preached at, not preaching at one of chem 
in the ſpace of three quarters of a year together. And they do nc: 
only neglect their LeRures in our Churches, but they cake to them

Prayers at all on thole dayes ; they make litcle confcietce of fa« 
mily duties, they will fit and tipple, be joviall and-merrygogether, 
I could tell crue and certain ſtories of many Setaries who were 
exceeding preciſe and ſtrict before they fell into thole whyes, bar 
are abominable looſe now; and let buc a man turne Seqary now 
adayes, and within one halfe year he is ſo meramorphoſedin appa- 
rell;bair,cc; as a man hardly knows him. , 
- In all matters and bulinefles which ſucceed not accagding to 23; 
their minde; but crofſe their way and defignes, as if a/choite of 
perſons thizy like noc be made to places, or it ſuch a thing paſſe 
and be done that plcaſcs them nor, they will cry all wayes poſ- 
lible, and caſt about co finde ſome flaws or other, pretend this thing

ſtanding Citizens maintained, That Pau! when he complain:d 
in the 7.c. of the Roms. of the body of death $ec, was 3 Novice.and 
underitood not Chriſt in the promiſe ; and that he for his par: 
underſtood the myſtery of God in Chriſt better then St. 4; 
and he ſaid of the Scriptures, they were as other writings 0! 
men, every one had writ as they conceived ; and at the [5r: 
time one of Marſhals company ſpake thus to the Citizen. The 
Scripture is your golden calfe, and you dance about :: ; this 
Marſhall further maintained there was no Hell, but 31! men 
fhould be faved, wicked as well as 00d, and all other cre2- 
tures who (hall-returne unto God ; again,all the he!l thac is, '5 
in this life, which is nothing elſe but tht legall terrors and fears 
men had in their conſciences; that the Scriptures are full of con- 
traditions, and all fin is more from-God then from men.':-caul: 
in him they live, move and have their being; that it  wnl14 fil 
to kill any creature that hath life, becauſe ir came from 06; 
and though this man had gone forth for a Souldier, yer he hid 
It unlawful te fight with, or kill any man. 
On the Faſt-day February 27, I 644. three men, wor ners 
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of were houſe-keepers, and the other a yongiman, an Appren-. 
tice, dwelling all in Wool-church Pariſh or thereabouts, in the 
' Afcernoon out of curioſity. and Novelty, went to one of the pri- 
vate Churches in Bell-Alley, where when they were come, the 
houſe was very full ; and attending to hiaf that ſpake to the 
company, they heard him ſay, and one or two more took kis 
part, That Chriſt was no more God then he or any of them 
there, and that they were as much God as:Chriſt was; and 
though Chriſt was a Prophet and did Miraclgs, yet he was not 
God. One of theſe three Mr, 34. trembleg at the hearing of 
it, and called to the other two to come away for fear the houſe 
ſhould fall upon them, and ſo lefe them: Thy ſum of this was 
given into a Committee of Parliament, under the hands of 
theſe three perſons, being Ear-witnefles. And upon occaſion 
of this Diſcourſe, I relating it to ſome Divings of the Aſſembly, 
they told me that Mr. ye,had ſpoken it in their hearing , thar 
to his knowledge the denying of the Divinity of Chriſt was a 

rowing opinion; and that there was a company of them met 
about Coleman-ſtreer, a Welchman being their chief who held 
this opinion: And in /wn: laſt a Citizen of 419ndov, both godly 
mdof good underſtanding told me, that abynt a moneth be- 
fore on a Lords day in the Afternoon, he wagat a private meet- 
ing, where for the ſpace of two hours, two yong men (one of 
them not above 20 years of Ape) defended (houtly, and broughe 
many Scriptures to prove that Ieſus Chriſt was not God Eſſen- 
tially, but God Nominally ; and that Chriſtyvas a creature be- 


fore he took fleſh. by 
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Hereis one Clement Wrighter in Londoy, but anciently be- 
longing to Worceſter , ſometimes a Profelior of Religion, 
and judged to have been godly, who is now3n arch-Heretique 
and fedrtull Apoltate, an old Wolf, and a ſubtile man, who goes 
about corrupting and venting his Errors; he is often in eſt- 
wizſter-Hall, and on the Exchange ; he comes into publique 
meetings of the Se&aries upon occaſions of meeting to draw 
up Petitions for the Parliament,or _ buſineſſes. This = 2- 
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bout 7 or 8 yeahs ago,fell off from the communion of our C't.:::ch. 
es, to Independency and Browniſme, and was much taken 1th 
Mr, Robinſons Books, as that of the Iuſtification of Separation .

And 
as he was thus ſpeaking to me, there was Foming on the 0- 
ther fide of the way, and croſſing over towards the Exchange 
Clement Wrighter, and I ſpake to Mr. Cols of him; where- 
upon Mr. Cole ſaid, I, there's one that makeFic his bulineſſe ro 
Plunder men of their Faith ; and if he can fo that upon any, 
it fattens him, that's meat to him. About two moneths apo in 
in November, came to my hands a Paper off Queſtions, given 
abroad by Clement Wrighter, about the Miniſtery, Church, and 
two ſeveral! Bapriſmes appertaining to the true Miniſtery of 
the Goſpet; very dangerous and ſubtile Queſtions which 1 
forbear to Print, till I can have time or ſome ther to put them 
forth with an Anſwer. On the firſt of December this laſt 
moneth, was a meeting in Diſtafte-lane,of ſor je of ſeveral Seats, 
Seekers, Antinomians, Anabapriſts, &c. to capſule about Liber- 
ty of Conſcience ; how all theſe might hve the Liberty of 
Practifing their own way, and that with the-peace of the King- 
dom: Art which meeting were alſo ſome Pregbyterians ; where 
vpon occaſion of debating things in refereri&@ te pretended Li- 
berty of Conſcience; one of the Presbyt#rians moved this 
Queſtion, Whether they met here as C v—__ or 454 men only : 
To which Queſtion one of the Seftaries (wkoſe name is Mr. 
WF.) defired ro know why ſuch a Queſtion whs asked, or ſuch a 
doubt made, that they ſhould not meet as Chriſtian men ; unto 
whom the Presbyterian Replied,becauſe he had heard thar ſome 
of that company denied the Scriptures to bethe Word of God; 
and being bid to name them if he knew any ſuch , he named 
Mr. Wrighter, ſaying, it hath been ſo related to me from others, 
and I defire to be ſatisfied from himſelf, Whether he do deny

prove the Scriptures to be the Word. of God; and after theſe 
two had done reaſoning (#righter being all this while filent ) 
the Presbyterian ſaid to YYrighter, I am now confirmed in i; 
that you deny the Scriptures to be the Word of God, becauſl: 
being charged with it, and ſo publiquely, you doe not Ge- 
ny it. 

{= WR all the confuſion and diſorder inChurch-matters both 
of opinions and praRiſes, and particulars ofall ſorts ; of Me. 
chanicks taking upon them to preach and. baptize , as Smiths, 
Taylors, Shoomakers, Pedlars, Weavers, &c. there are alſo 
ſome women-preachers in our times, who keepe conſtant 
LeAures, preaching weekly ro many men and women, In Lis- 


colnſhire,in Holland and thoſe parts, there is a woman-prea- 


cher who preaches, ( its certain)and 'tis reported alſo ſhe bap- 
t1zeth,but thats not ſo certain, In the Iſle of £1y,(that Iflind of 
Errors and SeRaries,)is a woman-preacher alſo : In Harifor«- 
ſowe alſo there are ſome woman-preacher; who take upon them 
at meetings to expound the Scriptures in Houſes,and preach up- 
on Texts,as on Rem. $.2, But in London there are women who 
for ſome time together, have preached weekly on every 7e/- 
day about four of the clock, unto.whoſe preachings 'many hav: 
reforted. I ſhall particularly give the Reader an account of the 
preaching of wo women,( one a Lace- woman, that ſells Lace in 
Cheapſide,& dwels in Bel-Alley in C olemanſtreet, and the other 
a Majors wife living in the O/ Basly,)who about aMoneth a0; 
the ſecond Tweſday in December ( 25 I take it) did preach 1n 
Bell. Alley in Colemanſtreetthe manner whereof is as followes ;

ſpake to ſome of them to exerciſe, excnſing hifr ſelfe that ſhe 
was ſomewhat indiſpoſed in body, and unti;, for this worke, 
and ſaid if any one there had a word of cxhaxtation let them 
ſpeake ; but all the company keeping ſilent, none ſpeaking : 
Then the Lace-woman began with making'a ſheech to this pur- 
poſe, That now thoſe dayes were come, and that was fulfilled 
which was ſpoken of in the Scriptures, That God would poure 
out of his Spirit upon the handmaidens,and they ſhould prophe- 
&, and after this ſpeech (hee made a prayer for almoſt halte an 
hour, and after her Prayer took that Text, If ye love me,keep my 
(ommandements; when ſhejhad read the Texr, ſhee laboured 
to Analyze the Chapter as well as ſhe}could, and then 
[pake upon the Text drawing .her DoQring, opening them, 
and making two uſes, for the {pace of ſome three quarters of an 
-houre ; when ſhe had done ſhe ſpake to the cgqmpany,and ſaid if 
any bad any thing to objeR againſt any of the matter delivered, 
they might ſpeake, for that was their cuſtom to give liberty

Book upon it, thar ſuch men ſhould call him# brother, and 
thereupon have declared himſelf againſt their ppinions,as the 
Herarchy, Ceremonies, &c. But we ſee whatndependency 
is, that gives a quietms eff ro all errors, though in Do- 
&rine, yea in the DoRrines of Tultification,the grace of God, 
&c,and truly T looke upon it as a righteous hand of God upon 
the Independents in England, to ler the ſword be upon their 
right eye, and to take away all zeal from therg in matters of 
Dodrine,for their oppofing the government ofthe Reformed 
Churches, and ſeparating from their communion by ſetting 
up particular Churches of their own, and for their hindring all 
manner of wayes the Reformation lo long deſired and pray- 
ed for. In a word we may thanke Independency and Inde- 
pendents for all theſe errors, hereſies, blaſphemies, and all 0- 
ther evils in our Church, as being the cauſe*of their Riſe, 
Growth, Increaſe, and Continuance among us ;and I do here

fore them. And that the Independents may lay it to heart, 
can aſſure them Iam not alone of this minde, that they are th:
